A broken arch bar was the cau se 
of a d isastrou s 
wreck on 
the Big 
Fou r at Carthage abou t one o’clock 
this morning. 
The station there was 
d emolished , six cars were d erailed 
and Brakeman 
Eagan of 
Wabash 
su ffered a sev ere enju ry to his hand . 
It was a sou th bou nd freight and 
was ru nning at a 
good 
rate. 
The 
arch bar broke, and in an instant six 
ears were d erailed , and the station 
was a mass of wreckage. 
An emp ty 
eoal car p lu nged right throu gh the 
office and the front 
end 
was left 
sticking ou t the west sid e of what 
was left of the station. 
No one was 
in the station at the time and this 
p rev ented and fatalities. 
Eagan was 
rid ing on the caboose and when it 
tu rned ov er it cau ght him. 
The ca­ 
boose cau ght fire from the stov e and 
for a time it looked seriou s for Eag­ 
an. 
The trainmen immed iately went 
to work try ing to ex tricate him. They 
worked for forty minu tes before he 
was free. 
They finally obtained a 
telegrap h p ole and by 
hard 
work 
managed to raise the caboose enou gh 
to allow him to crawl ou t. 
His es­ 
cap e was almost miracu lou s. 
One of 
his hand s was mashed and the small 
bones broken. 
Otherwise he was u n­ 
inju red . 
The wrecking crew was called and 
at ten o’clock this morning the track 
was 
cleared 
for 
temp orary 
u se. 
Howev er, the d amage to the track is 
heav y and it will be some time before 
it is p u t in good shap e again. 
A p ecu liar thing abou t it is that 
agents there hav e alway s feared that 
su ch an accid ent wou ld occu r.
